ditions Resulting from Inrush 


of White Men. 


Washington.—In 
transmitting 
to 


the senate'a report by Lieutenant (J. 
T. Emmons of the navy on the condi- 
tion of the natives of Alaska, the 
president sent a message paying: 


Lieutenant Emmons had for many 


yetrs peculiar facilities for ascertain- 
ing the fact about the native of Alas- 
ka and haa rec3ntly concluded an in- 
vestigation made on the ground by my 
apecial direction. I very earnestly ask 
the attention of the congresa to the 
facts eel forth in this report as to the 
needs of the native people of Alaska. 
It seems to me that our houoi as a 
nation is involved in seeing that these 
needs are met. I earnestly hope that 
legislation along the general lies ad- 
vocated by Lieutenant Emmons can 
be enacted. 


In bis report Lieutenant Emmona 


aays tbat the inrush of white men in 
Alaska baa caused a complete change 
of conditions; tbat the game ia rapid- 
ly being killed off and the food supply 
of the Indians rapidly exhausted; that 
they are like grown up children an^ 
incapable of taking care of them- 
selves in the new conditione, and that 
it will be necessary to do something 
substantial for them at an early day 
to prevent actual suffering.
